Hep C victim plans to 
sue government

He wakes up at around 6:30 in the morning on Wednesday. This 
morning he feels good, and he decides that it is time to “spread 
goodwill” to the people of Didsbury. He packs up his bag full of 
colorful candy treats and heads out the door. His handmade bag of 
cheer reads “Cliff the Candy Man.” 

People in Didsbury have come to know him, and he has come to 
know their favorite candies. A licorice for Becky; a red one for the 
girl in the back; he’s pretty sure Henry likes the yellow. This is fun 
for him and he smiles while he does it. 

This morning he is feeling normal. Sometimes there is not a 
smile, but rather a grimace of pain. 

But most mornings it isn’t like this. Most mornings, Cliff Howie, 
64, can barely pull himself out of his armchair to even take care of 
himself. The Hepatitis C that he contracted through a blood trans¬ 
fusion is ravaging his body. 

His bones ache. His stomach churns. Sometimes it feel like 
someone has lunged a knife into his gut and is twisting it. 

But, today he feels good. That is until he looks at the morning 
paper and realizes that he is left in the shadows of a new deal that 
has been passed in the House of Commons concerning the compen¬ 
sation for victims of a tainted blood system. 

“A lousy five months,” he says. 

Howie is one of the victims of the Red Cross scandal and 
subsequent compensation that won’t be covered. Why? Because he 
contracted Hepatitis C during the summer of 1985. The compensa¬ 
tion package only covers those infected between 1986 and 1990. 
“A lousy five months,” his wife Eileen repeats.

Howie is among the approxi¬ 
mate 50,000 to 60,000 Hepatitis 
C carrying people who are not 
covered under the deal, that the 
federal Liberal Party turned into 
a vote of confidence, forcing 
those within its own caucus 
who believed the decision was 
wrong to vote in favor of the 
package. 

Howie believes it was a form 
of blackmail on the Members of 
Parliament. Of course nobody 
in the House wants to lose their 
job. 

But he believes it is more 
than blackmail. 

He motions to a seat. “Come 
join me in my parlour,” he 
laughs. Suddenly the mood 
changes and he looks back 
down to what he has been read¬ 
ing. “This will refute the gov¬ 
ernment’s lies.”

Dear Editor, 

Alberta Liberal Health Critic 
Gary Dickson asked the follow¬ 
ing questions in the Alberta 
Legislature April 28. (Excerpt 
taken from Alberta Hansard 
April 28, 1998.) 

Mr. Dickson: Thank you, 
Mr. Speaker. The pleas of a 
family in the Olds-Didsbury- 
Three Hills constituency have 
gone unanswered, unan¬ 
swered by the Premier, unan¬ 
swered by the Minister of 
Health. This young family is 
asking for help from its gov¬ 
ernment. A young woman 
gave birth to her family's first 
child, a little girl, in 1994. 
Barely a year later this young 
mother was diagnosed with 
multiple sclerosis. Today this 
young family, trying to stay 
on their farm, pays $1,500 a 
month, or $18,000 a year, for 
Betaseron, the one drug that 
enables this new mother to 
enjoy both life and her young 
daughter. My question this af¬ 
ternoon is to the Acting Pre¬ 
mier. Why does Alberta not 
fund Betaseron, an MS drug 


refuse to fund Betaseron drug 


which is the only hope for 
many MS patients to enjoy a 
more normal quality of life? 

Mr. Day: Mr. Speaker, I re¬ 
cently learned about this drug 
myself in meeting with a con¬ 
stituent who in fact has MS. 
Certainly our feelings go out 
to this particular family as it 
would to thousands of 
Albertans who have this par¬ 
ticular affliction. 

In discussing this matter re¬ 
lated to this particular drug - 
actually there are a couple that 
this individual had mentioned; 
I think the member opposite 
probably has those on a list 
also. There are certainly a 
number of questions being con¬ 
sidered. I know that the cost is 
extremely high, and that needs 
to be looked at in terms of the 
pressure that puts on the indi¬ 
viduals and the families. I un¬ 
derstand that there are a 
number of side effects that go 
with the various drugs, depend¬ 
ing on which of two or three 
they use. 

In terms of getting that drug 
onto the health benefit list, I'll 


refer that particular part of the 
question to the Minister of 
Health. I recently had a meet¬ 
ing with my constituent and 
sent him a request to give me 
an update on that. I know the 
Premier is concerned about the 
same thing. We'll ask for an 
update. 

Mr. Jonson: Mr. Speaker, the 
same very important question 
has been raised before in the 
Assembly. As I indicated at 
that time, in terms of the au¬ 
thorization of various phar¬ 
maceuticals in this province 
we do rely on an expert com¬ 
mittee. and I do mean expert. 
There is a very impressive and 
responsible group of people 
around that table. In the case 
of this particular drug, their 
recommendation, as I think I 
also indicated in the House 
somewhat earlier, pending of 
course research findings, 
studies that are currently 
underway - at this point in 
time they have certain ques¬ 
tions, certain issues that are 
unresolved with respect to its 
overall advisability. There¬ 


fore, it will be reviewed within 
the next period of time, but it 
is not covered at this time. 

Mr. Dickson: To the Minis¬ 
ter of Health then: what does 
this Alberta Health expert 
panel know about Betaseron 
that BC, Saskatchewan, Mani¬ 
toba, Ontario and Quebec 
don't know? In each of those 
provinces it is available. Is 
this just one more example of 
the government putting 
money ahead of the interest 
of Albertans? 

Mr. Jonson: Mr. Speaker, I 
think there are different pay¬ 
ment policies in different prov¬ 
inces, and we could go into that 
in some detail. The way we have 
approached it in this province, 
I think generally very effec¬ 
tively, is to have a review done 
of various pharmaceuticals that 
are proposed for offering in 
Alberta once the federal au¬ 
thorities have attested to the 
drug's overall safety. There is a 
range of treatments available 
for this particular physical con¬ 
dition. We recognize that there 
is pressure for full coverage, 


the authorization of this par¬ 
ticular pharmaceutical, but as 
I've said, we have taken the 
approach in the province of Al¬ 
berta for some years now to 
work through people very 
knowledgeable in the field of 
pharmaceuticals and make our 
decisions based on their rec¬ 
ommendations. 

Mr. Dickson: Mr. Speaker, 
my final question to the same 
Minister of Health would be 
this: what specifically is this 
minister doing to ensure that 
rural families in Alberta chal¬ 
lenged with MS have the sup¬ 
ports they need so that they 
can stay on their farms, close 
to their families, their friends, 
their churches? 

Mr. Jonson: Mr. Speaker, 
lest the hon. member not un¬ 
derstand, the overall programs 
and supports that we have 
available, particularly with re¬ 
spect to pharmaceuticals, are 
the same in rural Alberta as 
they are in urban centres.

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Mountain View Ambulance, 
based out of Olds, reacted last 
week to the announcement that 
funding for ambulance services 
is going up this year. 

An additional $1.4 million is 
being provided in 1998/99 to en¬ 
hance ground ambulance serv¬ 
ices in the province, announced 
Health Minister Halvar Jonson. 

Cindy Roberts of Mountain 
View Ambulance says, "While any 
time an increase is always wel¬ 
come, it is not all that signifi¬ 
cant." She says it is the first 
increase the licensed operators 
have seen in five years. It will 
mean about an additional $4.50 
on a call within the town limits. 

The additional funding will be 
allocated in two ways according 
to the provincial government: 

-an increase of 3% to the rate 
paid by government for ambu¬ 
lance services for seniors, wid¬ 
ows and low income Albertans 
-grants of up to $22,500 to 
enhance training for rural am¬ 
bulance operators with low call 
volumes 

"This additional funding will 
help ensure that quality ambu¬ 
lance services are available to 
Albertans throughout the prov¬ 
ince," said Jonson. 

"It will help meet a need for 
improved training identified by 
Albertans to the Ground Ambu¬ 
lance Services Task Force.” 

There are 115 licensed opera¬ 
tors in Alberta providing the pub¬ 
lic with pre-hospital ambulance 
transportation, the local Moun¬ 
tain View Ambulance Services is 


one of them. Of these ambulance 
operators, two-thirds have lower 
call volumes (600 or fewer calls 
per year, or an average of 1-2 
calls per day). The low volume of 
calls means lower revenues, 
higher turnover of ambulance 
personnel (many positions are 
either volunteer or part-time) 
and difficulty in maintaining skill 
levels. 

These are some of the issues 
facing Mountain View Ambu¬ 
lance. 

In keeping with recommenda¬ 
tions of the Ground Ambulance 
Services Task Force related to 
coordination for ambulance serv¬ 
ices, regional ambulance com¬ 
mittees (which would include mu¬ 
nicipalities, Regional Health Au¬ 
thorities and ambulance opera¬ 
tors) will apply for the new grants. 
The grant application is to in¬ 


clude information on needs, 
training requirements and ac¬ 
tion plans. 

The Ground Ambulances Serv¬ 
ices Task Force, chaired by Judy 
Gordon, MLA for Lacombe- 
Stettler, submitted their report 
and recommendations to the Min¬ 
ister of Health in October, 1997. 

Government has already re¬ 
sponded to a recommendation 
made by the task force in a prelimi¬ 
nary draft of their report. Starting 
April 1, 1997 Albertans requiring 
emergent medical care no longer 
pay the cost of an inter-hospital 
transfer when a physician decided 
the person needs to be transferred 
to a facility providing a higher level 
of care. An additional $7 million 
per year is being provided to cover 
these emergency ambulance trans¬ 
fers as part of a two-year evalua¬ 
tion project.

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Carstairs residents want school project to proceed

Thursday night was the end 
of the line, a decision had to be 
made, and the people of Car- 
stairs made their choice. They 
want to continue with a pro¬ 
posed multi-purpose facility 
that would house a school, an 
arena, and a gymnasium. 

About 85% of residents sup¬ 
ported hte idea at the end of an 
evening of discussion. 

At a public forum that about 
250 people attended, the pub¬ 
lic had their chance to see a 
presentation put on by the 
committee proposing the facil¬ 
ity, and a chance to voice their 
concerns and to have have 
their questions answered. 

Ken Smith, the co-chair of 
the committee asked the crowd, 
"Why spend money on renova¬ 
tions when we could never do 
everything on the money al¬ 
lotted." 

Alberta Education has des¬ 
ignated $3 million towards 
modernization at the current 
Hugh Sutherland School. How¬ 
ever, the school board, with 
direction from the committee, 
applied to have that money 
turned over into new school 
funding. Alberta Education 
agreed dependant of a few 
stipulations, one being that it 
must a be the high school stu¬ 
dents who benefit from the 
money. 

Therefore, the committee 
chose to make the first of the 
three phases of the project a 
high school, and would then 
shut down the part of Hugh 


Sutherland School that may 
be unsafe and is sorely in need 
of renovations. 

This caused concern for the 
majority of the residents who 
spoke at the forum. Many 
asked, that if one of the great¬ 
est concerns was that the stu¬ 
dents had to cross two busy 
highways and a set of train 
tracks, why then wouldn't a 
elementary be built first within 
the town limits. 

Board trustee, Susan 
Denischuk explained that be¬ 
cause the money had been ear¬ 
marked for high school, the 
transfer from modernization 
to new school, also had to be 
for high school students. 

Besides, added Denischuk, 
keeping the elementary stu¬ 
dents crossing the tracks and 
highway was a good way to get 
the government’s attention to 
speed up the second phase of 
funding for the complex. 

"You never want to lose your 
pressure point with the gov¬ 
ernment," she said. 

Principal of the school, War¬ 
ren Phillips added that stud¬ 
ies have shown that the most 
dangerous age groups for 
crossing that corner are the 
Grade 6 and the high school 
students. 

The deputy mayor of Car- 
stairs spoke to the taxation 
issue that had some residents 
worried. He said for the school 
portion of the project taxes 
wouldn't be affected because it 
is not the town's jurisdiction. 
However, he said that for the 


arena portion, taxes could go 
up. 

Mountain View County 
Reeve, Pat James (in person) 
and councillor for the area, 
Ben Penner ( in a letter read 
aloud by the moderator), told 
the crowd that they do not 
support the project and are 
still unwilling to put forward 
any dollars out of the county 
coffers. 

The reason for the hurry in 
the decision, explained 
Denischuk is that the $3 mil¬ 
lion was granted more than a 


year ago. When it was not 
spent, the board applied for 
an extension which was 
granted. 

However, Alberta Educa¬ 
tion can take the money back 
if it is not spent within the 
next two months. 

Chinook's Edge School Di¬ 
vision representatives told the 
crowd that they needed direc¬ 
tion. It was given and the next 
step will be to take the project 
to further down the line, in¬ 
cluding applying for the sec¬ 
ond phase of money to be 


turned over to new school from 
modernization funds. 

Initiatives for fundraising 
will begin, including a spon¬ 
sorship program where a fam¬ 
ily can pay a certain amount of 
money to have a classroom, or 
any speciality room named af¬ 
ter them. Also there is a sell-a- 
brick campaign. 

During the forum, Olds/ 
Didsbury/Three-Hills MLA, 
Richard Marz presented a 
cheque to the committee for 
$125,000 from Community Fa¬ 
cility Enhancement grants.

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Mental illness is treatable, says local authority 


Mental Health Awareness week proclaimed In Dldshury

Mental health week is upon 
us and although it is hard to 
think about such a serious topic 
when outside is calling us to 
come out and enjoy spring, I 
beg you to take several minutes 
of your time to ponder the fol¬ 
lowing information, it will help 
your community stay healthy. 

In Didsbury there are three 
things taking place. First the 
mayor of Didsbury, Ray Lea, 
has proclaimed May 3-9, Men¬ 


tal Health Awareness Week. The 
mental health unit is also 
putting awareness placemats in 
all of the local restaurants and 
posters in the local schools. 

Anyone can develop a mental 
illness at anytime of their life. 
It occurs to individuals from all 
races, genders, all income and 
intelligence levels. Mental ill¬ 
ness is usually caused by the 
brain not working as it is de¬ 
signed to, just as diabetes is 
caused when the pancreas does 
not work as it is supposed to. 
Most importantly, mental ill¬ 
ness is treatable. 


Although treatment is a deli¬ 
cate balancing act of three main 
focuses and many people who 
are diagnosed with a mental 
illness, such as bipolar, schizo¬ 
phrenia or chronic depression, 
have been successful at manag¬ 
ing their illness and have been 
able to have happy and healthy 
lives. 

These three needed focuses 
are the following: 

1. Knowledge - by the indi¬ 
vidual about the illness and a 
commitment by them to seek 
and remain on treatment ei¬ 
ther through therapy to iden¬ 


tify responses to the symp¬ 
toms, medications to balance 
brain chemical levels or both. 

2. Responsive and early 
medical intervention - Recog¬ 
nition of the symptoms by phy¬ 
sicians or family. Early and 
accurate diagnosis and medi¬ 
cation monitoring. Support 
and respect by acute care teams 
when crisis occurs and flex¬ 
ible mental health therapy 
which assists an individual to 
maintain or regain independ¬ 
ence. 

3. Supportive community - 
where an individual is assisted 
not barred from obtaining safe, 
affordable housing, meaning¬ 
ful employment/volunteer 


work and respected as a per¬ 
son by those around him or 
her. 

The community needs to be 
a place where a person does 
not need to hide their illness 
like it is something they have 
caused but rather a place 
where neighbours provide as¬ 
sistance during crisis and 
cheer at an individual's suc¬ 
cess. Where individuals and 
their families are supported, 
their concerns and fear shared 
by those they know and trust. 
For more information on men¬ 
tal illnesses feel free to contact 
your local Community Advisory 
Committee through the mental 
health centre nearest you.

May is well underway with all kinds of outdoor activities going full swing. Not many of us want to 
spend much time inside when the weather’s nice, but when it is cloudy and rainy, make up this recipe 
for a special treat. It works out well made as cupcakes, also. Be sure to read this one all the way 
through before starting - it’s long, but worth it ! 

Black Bottom Pie 


12 large gingersnaps, crushed 
1/2 c. low-fat margarine, melted 
1 envelope Knox gelatin 
1/4 c. cold water 
1 c. sugar (save 1/4 c.) 

1 1/2 Tbsp. cornstarch 

2 eggs, separated 
Grated chocolate 


1 3/4 c. milk, scalded 

2 squares unsweetened chocolate, melted 

1 tsp. vanilla (save a dash !) 

1 tsp. rum extract 
1/8. tsp. cream of tartar 
1 c. whipped topping 


1. Combine gingersnaps and margarine. Line the sides and bottom of a 9" pie pan. Bake at 375Ffor 8 min. 

2. Mix 3/4 c. sugar, cornstarch, and salt in a saucepan, (preferably a double boiler) 

3. Add milk slowly, stirring constantly. Cook until the custard coats the spoon. 

4. Divide the custard in half. 

5. To one half, add melted chocolate and beat well. 

6. When slightly cool, add the vanilla. 

7. Pour into crust. 

8. While the other half is still hot, blend in the gelatin. Let cool, but not stiffen. 

9. Add rum extract. 

10. Beat egg whites until frothy, add cream of tartar and beat until stiff. 

11. Add 1/4 c. sugar, beating constantly. 

12. Fold meringue into custard with dash of vanilla, while custard is still soft. 

13. Spoon over chocolate mixture and chill until firm. 

14. Spread with whipped topping and sprinkle with grated chocolate.

The camping bug has bitten at Rosebud campground

As May long weekend, the 
traditional beginning of the 
camping season approaches, the 
caretakers of the Rosebud 
Campground are gearing up. 

Rosemary and Gordon 
Hancock have returned from 
tjie very southern depths of 
warm weather in the United 
States, to find that the climate 
in Didsbury and area is not all 
that different. Not exactly what 
they’ve been used to the last 
couple of years. 

Usually when they come to 
the campground and prepare it 
for re-opening, there is still 
snow on the ground. Not this 
time. 

That is reflected in the 
number of early campers. 

“Our first visitor came on 
April 13,” says Rosemary. That 
was only a week after they had 
returned. By the last week of 
April that number was at nine. 

“We had to start getting 
ready right away,” she adds. 

The couple has been busy 
pruning the trees, planting the 
flowers that are characteristic 
of the beautiful campground in 
the valley approach to town, 
and they have been taking care 
of the facility maintenance.

camp sites a little longer to bet¬ 
ter accommodate the RV camp¬ 
ers. They will also spruce up 
those sites will some new 
crushed stone. 

The bathrooms have been 
painted, and the pair are work¬ 
ing towards upgrading the site 
identification markers, and add¬ 
ing some new barbecue facili¬ 
ties. 


The children who camp at 
Rosebud will be happy to know 
that the playground equipment 
is also being upgraded this year. 
The adult recreational users will 
be happy to know that due to 
popular request, the town who 
owns the campsite, and the 
Hancocks are looking into pro¬ 
viding a horseshoe pit to wile 
away the summer nights. 


Rosemary says the untypical 
warm winter did wonders for 
the grounds, and the beautifi¬ 
cation process will be a little 
easier than it has been in the 
past. 

“We are three weeks ahead 
with things so dry,” she says. 

On the issue of the beauty 
of the campground, Rosemary 
says that the risk of vandal¬ 



ism over the winter months 
was thwarted. 

“That really says some¬ 
thing wonderful for the peo¬ 
ple of this town.” 

Reservations are pouring 
in from all across the prairies. 
The campground is already 
booked to capacity for May 
long weekend when a group 
called the Prairie Schooners 
arrives. There is also talk 
that a member of the group 
will get married at Rosebud 
Campground, due to the at¬ 
tractive surroundings. The 
Hancocks are excited about 
that prospect, because noth¬ 
ing of the sort has ever taken 
place there before. 

Rosemary says the busiest 
months though will be June, 
July and August when she 
says the golfers come out in 
swarms to hit the greens, and 
camp a while. 

Those who choose to camp 
at Rosebud will have their 
choice of 21 stalls with elec¬ 
tricity, and eight tenting pads. 

The prices are close to the 
same as last year with an 
electrical site being $13 per 
night, $80 per week, and $320 
per month. 

The tenting pads will run 
at $11 per night, $65 per 
week, and $260 per month.

Why the CWB hearings must go on

Much has been made of the 
recent secret agreement be¬ 
tween the Canadian Wheat 
Board (CWB) and Canadian 
National (CN). 

Reaction has ranged from 
joy to relief to resignation. 

What's been lacking, how¬ 
ever, is clear-eyed criticism ^rd 
sound analysis. 

The question not often 
asked is: why did they do it? 

The answer is: we may never 
know. Not farmers, not grain 
companies, not CPR. 

In the days immediately fol¬ 
lowing announcement of the 
settlement, which brought an 
end to the formal complaint 
the CWB had launched against 
CN, the Wheat Board tried 
h.’.rd to justify the secrecy. 

The CWB explained that 
while the agreement was se¬ 
cret, some of the financial de¬ 
tails would be forthcoming, so 
that those the board is in¬ 
tended to serve-namely farm- 
_ers-would one day know what 
~Lnd of deal had been struck in 
their behalf. 

Days later, the CWB back¬ 
tracked, saying auditors had 


informed them they don't have 
to reveal the secret pact. 

Subsequently, the Canadian 
Transportation Agency (CTA) 
ruled it cannot force the CWB 
or CN to disclose the agree¬ 
ment to the public. 

CPR accepts that decision, 
and we re ready to carry on. 

We re determined to forge 
ahead at the public hearings 
that were called to investigate 
the CWB's complaint about 
railway performance last win¬ 
ter. 

We’re still here in Saskatoon 
- one month since the hearings 
began - because we're deter¬ 
mined to make our case pub¬ 
lic. 

We did not instigate these 
proceedings. Whatever else 
they might accomplish, these 
hearings will not make what 
some have called "the winter 
from Hell" go away, they will 
not fix the system, and they 
will not help to move one extra 
kernel of grain from the Prai¬ 
ries to world markets. 

Instead, these hearings, ini¬ 
tiated by the CWB, seem in¬ 
tended only to affix blame and 
to deflect attention from the 
real problems that are plagu¬ 


ing the Canadian grain han¬ 
dling and transportation sys¬ 
tem. 

As a company with a strong 
commitment to serving its cus¬ 
tomers, we're honour-bound 
to show the CWB's allegations 
about our performance last 
winter fail to take into ac¬ 
count the conditions under 
which we operated. 

We re still here in Saskatoon 
because we represent 20,000 
employees, many of whom 
struggled through hellish 
times last winter to keep trains 
moving. 

We re still here because we 
have pride, and take seriously 
the CWB's charges that seek 
to do harm to our reputation, 
and that of our employees. 

And finally, we re still here 
because we value openness 
over secrecy. 

While the CWB seeks to sup¬ 
press facts through secret 
agreements, we, on the other 
hand, intend to use facts to set 
the record straight. 

At the CTA hearings, we re 
prepared to account for our 
performance last winter, with 
graphic and extensive evidence 
of what thousands of CPR 


railroaders from Winnipeg to 
the West Coast endured-on be¬ 
half of CPR, and on behalf of 
our customers. 

We intend to present-in pub- 
lic-a blow-by-blow account of 
the winter conditions that 
hammered us, persistently, at 
almost every junction of our 
wide-ranging rail network. 

We re here to present facts. 

While the CWB has been 
loath to recall the winter of 
1996/97 during these hearings, 
the facts speak for themselves: 
record cold, record snowfalls, 
record incidents of avalanches, 
mud and rock slides, extended 
line outages-all of which were 
persistent-followed by the 
"flood of the century” in south¬ 
ern Manitoba. 

Simply put: winter waged 
war on railway operations last 
year and we're well-prepared 
to prove it. 

CN skipped its opportunity 
to do the same, instead seek¬ 
ing to strike a secret agree¬ 
ment with the CWB. 

Why did they do it? 

We don’t know. 

But we know why we re still 
here in Saskatoon. And now, 
you know too. 


Crop 

report 

Soil moisture conditions 
are good in most areas of the 
province. In general, soil mois¬ 
ture conditions are better in 
the western half of the prov¬ 
ince compared to the eastern 
half. The southern part of the 
province experienced a warm 
dry winter but precipitation 
in March greatly improved 
moisture conditions there. 
Most crop districts received 
some precipitation over the 
weekend which will help with 
seed germination. As always, 
timely rains throughout the 
growing season will be re¬ 
quired for normal crop devel¬ 
opment. 

Fieldwork has begun 
across the reporting area with 
the exception of northeastern 
British Columbia where re¬ 
cent cool, wet weather is hin¬ 
dering progress. Northeast¬ 
ern British Columbia has 
crops yet to harvest before 
seeding can begin. Seeding is 
beginning in most crop dis¬ 
tricts. As usual, the southern 
crop districts are the furthest 
along.

Collecting this type of information will help you determine if 
there are any combination of skills, markets and under-utilized 
resources that could create a new business opportunity.

A feasibility analysis will help you assess if the financial 
returns for the new venture will justify the investment needed.

All in the family 


There have been multiple 
buckle winners at the Makin' 8 
Silver Buckle Pro Rodeo in Red 
Deer over the years, but collect¬ 
ing them became a family mis¬ 
sion for the Willsie’s in 1998. Big 
brother Gerald already won one 
in the steer wrestling back in 
1993. But this time it was his 
brothers' turn to shine. 

Glen Willsie charged out and 
knocked over a steer in 4.3 sec¬ 
onds to win his buckle. 

"They told me the steer was a 
little bit slower," said Gerald. 
"Todd Woodward had had him in 
the slack, was 3.5 and broke the 
barrier. So I knew he was going 
to be slower, but I didn't know he 
was going to be as slow as he 
was. 

"I'd seen the start I wanted to 
see and it didn't feel like it was 
going to be enough, so I pulled a 
little bit more at the barrier and 
got a pretty good start. Then I 
thought I was going to maybe 
have to go a little bit farther than 
I did, and all of sudden it felt like 
I was catching up, and I had to 
hurry and get in the hole there." 

Glen was excited about the 
prospects about having a new 
buckle to use. 

"I was just saying to (my girl¬ 
friend) Shannon the other day 
that I'd like to win the buckle. 
The one I'm wearing is about 
nine years old. There's not many 
places that give nice buckles 
anymore." 

But little brother Brent Willsie 
was not to be outdone. In fact, he 
went one better, and captured 
two of the coveted awards. An 8.6 
run in calf roping in the slack at 
Red Deer was matched by Cliff 
Williamson, but bettered by no 
one. So he shared top honours 
there. 

"Cliff had already told me in 
Lloydminster that I could have 
the buckle, since he’s got four 
already," said the 23-year-old. 
"But then they went ahead and 
flipped that night, and I won 
anyway." 

And because Brent was one of 
the few multiple event competi¬ 
tors in Red Deer, his calf roping 
victory also gave him the all 
round buckle, so he's got the 
biggest collection of the Willsie 
boys now. 

Even more important than 
the treasured hardware though, 
is the confidence boost for the 
young cowboy. 

"I never did get much confi¬ 
dence in my roping," said Brent. 
"It was more in my steer wres¬ 
tling. That's only my second 
cheque since I got my card in 
roping. Hopefully I can get going 
now, and get more good starts." 

Another cowboy taking home 
a buckle from Red Deer was 
Reuben Geleynse. The Ontario 
bull rider spends much of his 
time in the US, so wasn't as 
familiar with the nearly 
unrideable reputation of the Void 


bull, Blues Brother. 

”1 didn't know him coming up 
here at all, and they said he was 
pretty good. But they told me he 
was real nasty and liked to jerk 
guys down a lot," said the 19- 
year-old. "So to be honest with 
you, I wasn't all that confident 
getting on him, just because I 
don't usually get along with bulls 
like that very well. But I just 
kind of leave it in the Lord's 
hands, and take it one jump at a 
time." 

Geleynse managed to stay 
there every jump and the judges 
were impressed to the tune of 86 
points, for top honours and a 
$1,778 payoff. The Ontario cow¬ 
boy added about another $1,000 
at the other rodeos last weekend; 
he split fourth at the 
Lloydminster Kinsmen Rodeo 
and fifth at the Lethbridge Spring 
Pro Rodeo. 

Back in Red Deer in the bare- 
back riding, Kenton Randle and 
Northcott's Young Blood Skoal 
teamed up for an 84-point win¬ 
ning performance. The Fort Ver¬ 
milion, AB, cowboy continues 
his hot streak this season. Cana¬ 
dian champion Rod Hay was first 
in the saddle bronc riding, with 
an 82 on Void's Brown Sugar. 

"She's a real nice jump and 
kick horse," said Hay. "She's high 
headed, and gets in the air. She's 
one you can make a good ride on. 
She's fresh - last bucked, I think, 
at the National Finals. When I 
had her drawn, I was happy. It 
was one of the ones I wanted." 

The fast barrel racing time 
was 15.07 seconds, but it was 
turned in by both Sharon Kobold 
of Wyoming, and Jacqueline 
Stojan of Sexsmith, AB. Kobold 
and Stojan were the top money 
winners in the barrel racing last 
weekend, with placings at 
Lloydminster and Lethbridge, as 
well. Other impressive perform¬ 
ances were put in by rookie Jodi 
Hollingworth, hanging onto the 
lead in the Canadian standings 
with a win at Lethbridge and a 
placing at Lloydminster. 

But, the biggest money win¬ 
ner of the weekend was last year's 
Canadian bull riding champion, 
Robert Bowers, he cashed in for 
$3,100 for a split of first at 
Lloydminster with Vance Keith, 
a solo second a Lethbridge, and a 
split of second at Red Deer. 

"It couldn't have went any bet¬ 
ter for me," said Bowers. "Boy, it 
was a great weekend." 

Bareback rider Don Blishen 
almost made the $2,000 mark 
in earnings, with a split of 
first at Lethbridge with Albert 
Boyd, and a split of second at 
Red Deer. Also impressive was 
rookie Gene Wiart who won 
the Lloydminster rodeo and 
came fourth at Lethbridge.

Hunting and fishing license 
system a success so far 


It is now more than four weeks 
since the new automated system 
for hunting and fishing licenses 
was introduced in Alberta by ISM 
Corporation. Based on the ever- 
increasing number of merchants 
signing up to be authorized issu¬ 
ers and the sales they have done 
in the first month, the system is 
being well accepted. 

Since the first day of opera¬ 
tion on March 16, 1998, the 
number of approved license issu¬ 
ers has increased 22% from 298 
to 363, as of April 13. These issu¬ 
ers are located in 180 different 
cities, towns and communities 


throughout the province. 346 of 
these outlets are open six days a 
week, with 245 of these open 
seven days a week. In combina¬ 
tion with the fact that all hunt¬ 
ing and fishing licenses can be 
purchased from any of these out¬ 
lets, this provides ready access 
for the province's hunters and 
anglers. 

Total sales to the end of busi¬ 
ness on Sunday, April 12, showed 
that 25,732 Albertans had pur¬ 
chased their new WIN cards, and 
21,622 fishing licenses and 652 
hunting licenses have been sold. 

These numbers appear to be 


on target with projections for 
sales to the end of April, although 
it is impossible to have direct 
comparisons with previous years 
as the former system could not 
report information on a current 
and timely basis.
